Why? 


Because these initials are car=

Documents Added 

The March of America, a 110 
volumn set of facsimiles of im= 
portant American documents has 
just been acquired by Memorial 
Hall Library, The set consists of 
early accounts of explorers and 
voyageurs, journals and letters of 
statesmen, and other important 
documents related to every area 
of United States development, 
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the Boston Public Library. 


The publishers, University Mi-= 
crofilms, traveled over the U,s, 
and Europe microfilming the ort- 
ginals which are now reproduced 
on paper and bound into books, 
This is a wealth of source mate 
erfal for manuscript hounds, stu= 
dents and history buffs, who do 
not have ready access to the orf- 
ginals, Since many of the originals 
are in England and other coune 
tries, as well as being scattered 
in the various states, this is an 
important local resource, 

Like the rest of the library's 
American history collection, THE 
MARCH OF AMERICA is numbered 
973 and is housed on the history- 
and-travel mezzanine up one short 
flight of stairs from the main 
reading room, 

It is interesting to note that 
University Microfilms started by 
reproducing on microfilm such 
materials as doctors’ and masters’ 
dissertations, materials not often 
available in book form, Now the 
dissemination of documents has 
come full circle and the Ameri- 
cana source material on microfilm 
has been made into books for 
easier use of library patrons, 
ALL volumes of the MARCH OF 
AMERICA circulate for the usual 
loan period of three weeks, 

Know Your America 

Using the theme ‘‘Know Your 
America’’ Memorial Hall Library 
mounted a new book display in 
honor of Flag Week, The materials 
have enough diversity and are so 
readable that it has been decided 
to continue the display for the 
browsing pleasure of library pa- 
trons for another two weeks, 

The collection is in the Adult 
Reading room of the main reading 
room, It covers aspects of the 
past, the story of exciting episodes 
recent and not-so-recent, and 
books of discussion of important 
issues now being aired inthe news= 
papers. 

Regional Progress 

With the signing June 15 of the 
Sub-regional contract between 
Andover and the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, reimbursement 
for inter-library loan, reference, 
for research service furnished by 
Memorial Hall Library became 
assured, Regional service pro= 
vides an opportunity for residents 
of the Subregion to borrow books 
through interlibrary loan, to re= 
ceive the answers toinformational 
questions which are referred by 
the local libraries to the Sub-re= 
gional library and to the use of 
research materials not owned by 
the local libraries, In any case

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A Taetieal Error 


Town Manager Richard Bowen and Planning Chairman 
Harold King made a tactical error two weeks ago when 
they suggested to the School Committee that it might be 
well to build the town’s seventh elementary school some- 
where other than on the West Andover site presently ear- 


marked for Number 7. 


They went to the conference session without being 
prepared to suggest some practical alternatives. 

Two of the School Committee’s five members, Chairman 
Galbiati and Dr. Katz, vigorously agreed with Bowen that 
the School Committee should not, in its eagerness to cope 
with school enrollments, ignore the possibility that im- 
mediate school construction in some parts of Andover 
could serve to aggravate rather than solve the problem. 

There seemed to be general appreciation of the fact 
that the Selectmen and manager cannot, because of their 
responsibility for the whole of Andover, consider school 
questions in a vacuum. And there seemed an unexpected 
willingness to consider a compromise location for the 
next school, one which would tend, hopefully, to relieve 
the pressure for classroom space without simultaneously 
creating the demand for more by spurring residential de- 


velopment. 


The manager and planning board chairman should have 
been prepared to clinch the sale. They should have come 
with a couple of red hot suggestions in their vest pockets. 


As it was, they lost the initiative. If the Selectmen 
should now decide to propose a new location for the next 
elementary school, the School Committee will probably 
have to be sold all over again.

Computer Indigestion 


The Fed Needs A Diet Chan 


When a computer comes down 
with indigestion, it’s likely to re= 
sult in a nagging headache fora lot 
of people, 

The computer at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston = the one 
that’s supposed to process all of 
those nearly~two=million checks a 
day that you and I’ve been writing 
has computed that certain parts 
of its diet are, simply, indigestible, 

And all the internal tinkering, 
reprogramming, and assorted 
other buffered remedies just can’t 
straighten things out, 

The only thing that seems to help 
is ink = magnetic ink, 

It used to be that so long as you 
didn’t try to feed a computer any= 
thing that had been folded, stapled, 
or multilated, it would purr along, 
day in, day out, computing like 
sixty, But with advancing maturity 
and sophistication, computers = 
like some people - apparently need 
a somewhat more purified diet, 

The Fed’s current problem 
might be different if the Fed hadn’t 
so successfully promoted “‘ routing, 
symbols’’ on checks a few years 
back ~ and if it hadn’t gotten its 
computer so adept at processing 
checks, The situation is a little 
bit like the penicillin rash you get 
when the doctor treats you for flu, 
The prescription pretty well takes 
care of the old problem = but then, 
as you begin to feel better, you 
notice the itch , . . and that has 
to be treated, 

The Fed’s problem is a parti= 
cularly nagging one because most 
of the stuff they feed their com= 
puter in the Check Collection De= 
partment is ‘‘sent in by the neigh= 
bors,’’ so to speak, 

How do you tell the Smiths, next 
door, that your little boy gets an 
upset stomach every time you feed 
him some toll house cookies made 
by their maiden aunt in Dubuque? 
Cookies the Smiths sent over be= 
cause they don’t have a little boy 
who likes cookies? 

That’s the Fed’s problem, 

Only, at the Fed, it’s checks, not 
cookies, 


When the computer first cameto 
banking, the Fed issued a batch of 
regulations to fit its diet - checks 
were limited to computer bite= 


size, not more than 3-2/3 inches 
by 8-3/4 inches - or less than 
2-3/4 by 6 inches, And when they 
discovered that their machine 
gagged on checks that were two 
layers thick - checks with still- 
attached vouchers folded back, for 
example = which the computer 
sensed as two checks, these, too, 
were put on the ‘‘not wanted’® list, 

Now, says the Fed, it’s going to 
require that all checks presented 
to it for processing, after Sept, 1, 
will have to have the routing sym= 
bol of the bank on whichitis drawn 
imprinted in magnetic ink 
characters along the check’s lower 
edge, 

The ‘‘routing symbol’? is the 
funny-looking fraction - the one 
with the hyphenated numerator - in 
the upper right hand corner of most 
checks, It was developed by the 
American Bankers Assn, as asort 
of “zip code for checks,’® The 
routing symbol was designed to 
identify banks and bank locations 
by a system of numbers, so that 
people handling large numbers of 
Terrace is suffering froma blood= 
poisoned finger.

Actually, there are two = or, at 
least, the problem has two parts, 

There are still those few banks 
- and those somewhat more 
humerous check users = whose 
checks don’t have the routing sym= 
bol in the upper right hand corner, 
That’s bad enough, 

But a computer can’t read the 
numbers in the routing symbolas it 
was originally designed, People 
can, but computers can’t, 

The computer has a taste only 
for magnetic ink = and an eye for 
weird=looking numbers, Any check 
without this combination is simply 
indigestible to a computer - it 
rejects them = to be rerouted for 
processing through time-=con=

In an effort to find out just how 
serious a problem such checks 
are, the Boston Fed did some spot 
checking = found that only about 
8,000 of its daily incoming checks 
were computer indigestible, But 
indigestible is indigestible, so the 
Boston Fed is trying to pinpoint = 
and, hopefully, to minimize - these 
sources of its computer’s digestive 
upset, 

To get all the help and co-opera= 
tion it can with the remedy, the 
Fed has announced that, as of Sept, 
1, such checks will be returned to 
the banks which sent them in, to 
be re-submitted, either with the 
routing symbol correctly im=« 
printed on them, or for processing 
- and credit = on an individual, 
“*when paid,’® basis, 

The Fed’s survey showed that 
the computer rejected checks from 
a wide range of sources, Personal 
and corporate checks made up the 
major share of ‘*indigestibles”’ =

Among these, the ‘*home printed 
checks’’ were a frequent source of 
computer ‘“‘indigestion,’® These 
are checks which some individuals 
and companies had printed pri- 
vately = and on which they had not 
thought = or bothered - to have 
the routing symbol reproduced in 
magnetic ink characters.
